At approximately 4:55 p.m. subjects entered captioned 
FDIC insured bank. Two subjects approached the bank manager 
and used a rouse of applying for a loan anxd then advised her 
that this was a holdup and requested that she ask the bank 
guard to step to the desk. The four individuals then proceeded 
into a back room behind the tellers area wlhile the third man 
dressed in a guard shirt remained in the bank lobby. Money 
was obtained and placed in a briefcase in fclhe backroom. 


The bank alarm was activated and while the two robbers 
were in the back room, two Boston Police Officers entered the 
bank and the subject in the lobby attempted to disarm the 
first officer as he •entered^the^ lobby 5 ^ As- thfe second officer 
entered the lobby he observed his partner in trouble and that 
the robber was armeu with a handgun and proceeded to fire two 
shots at the subject in the lobby. The two robbers in the back 
room then exited the rear room and were placed under arrest 
by the Boston Police Department. All money was recovered. 

The subject in the bank lobby was pronounced dead on arrival 
at Peter Bent Brigham Hospital, Boston, Massachusetts.

A 
copy of the Medical Examiner’s Certificate of Death was 
obtained from the Office of Dr. MICHAEL LUONGO, 794 
Massachusetts Avenue; Boston, Massachusetts. It is noted 
that the records of the Medical Examiner reveal that THE IN 
wa s admitted to Peter Bent Brigham Hospital at 5:10 P.M. on 
/august/ 29, : 1973, suffering from gunshot wounds. THEIN was 
pronouhced dead at 5:45 P.M., August 29, 1973, at Peter Bent 
Brigham Hospital. THEIN was then transported to the Boston 
City Morgue where he was examined by Dr. LUONGO who deter- 
mined that the cause of death was gunshot wounds of the 
chest with laceration of the lung.
